On rising from your bed, say : 

In the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, I 
arise. May he bless, preserve, and go- 
vern me, and bring me to everlasting life. 
Amen. 

While you are dressing, occupy yourself with 
pious thoughts and meditations, on some point 
in the life or passion of your Saviour, on God's 
mercies, on your own sins, on the temptations 
of the world, on the shortness of life, on eter- 
nity, &c. ; or say some psalm or hymn. 

As soon as you are dressed, prepare to say your 
morning prayers. There is no duty of greater 
importance than this ; none has greater influ- 
ence upon our lives. According as it is well or 
ill performed will be the character of the day ; 
and our life is made up of days. Before you 
begin your prayers, therefore, recollect your- 
self, and compose your mind. Think who you 
are, and what He is whom you are about to 
address ; and endeavour to clothe yourself with 
those sentiments of humility, reverence, and 
awe, which become you on such an occasion, 
and at such a time. Then, kneeling down in 
the quietest and most retired spot you can find, 
if possible in some room or part of a room de- 
voted to the purpose, begin your prayers.

Resolve to avoid sin and to practise holiness. 

Adorable Jesus, my Saviour and Master, 
model of all perfection, I resolve and will 
endeavour this day to imitate thy example, 
to be like thee, mild, humble, chaste, zeal- 
ous, charitable, and resigned. I will strive 
to avoid those sins which I have hereto- 
fore committed {here you may name any 
besetting sin), and which I sincerely de- 
sire to forsake. 

Implore the necessary graces. 

O my God, thou knowest my weak- 
ness, and that I am unable to do any 
thing good without thee ; deny me not, O 
God, the help of thy grace; give me 
strength to avoid every thing evil which 
thou forbiddest, and to practise the good 
which thou hast commanded; and enable 
me to bear patiently all the trials which 
it may please thee to send me.

the most secret thoughts of my heart. I 
desire to bow down all the powers of my 
soul to adore thee ; I desire to join my 
voice with all thy blessed angels and saints, 
to praise "thee and glorify thee now and 
for ever. 


2. Give thanks . 

I most heartily thank thee, O Lord, for 
all thy mercies and blessings bestowed upon 
me and upon thy whole Church ; and par- 
ticularly for those I have received from 
thee this day, in watching over me, and 
preserving me from the many evils and 
dangers to which I am exposed. [ Here 
pause , and meditate on God's mercies , J Oh, 
let me never more be ungrateful unto thee, 
my God, who art so good and gracious unto 
me. 


3. Ask for light to discover your sins . 

And now, dear Lord, add this one bless- 
ing to the rest; that I may clearly dis- 
cover the sins which I have committed this 
day, by thought, word, and deed, or by any 
omission of any part of my duty to thee, 
to my neighbour, or to myself, that no 
part of my guilt may be hidden from my

own eyes, but that I may see my sins, and 
may hate them as I ought. 

4. Daily Examination . See p. 52. 

Examine your conscience, and consider where 
and in what company you have been this day. 
Call to mind the sins committed against God, 
your neighbour, or yourself. 

5. An Act of Contrition . 

O heavenly Father ! I acknowledge and 
confess, and am heartily sorry for, all the 
sins of my past life, and of this day in par- 
ticular. I grieve from the bottom of my 
heart that I have been so ungrateful to 
thee for thy benefits, and have so often 
offended thee, my God and my chief good. 
Spare me, I beseech thee, by the death 
and love of Jesus Christ thy Son ; and 
mercifully forgive me whatsoever sins I 
have this day, or heretofore, committed 
against thee, my neighbour, or myself. 

6. A Resolution of Amendment. 

O Almighty God ! I firmly resolve, here 
in thy presence, and before the whole com- 
pany of heaven, to live henceforth in more 
strict obedience to thy commandments. I 
resolve to keep a closer \vatch over my- 
self; to correct my evil habits; to attend 
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more diligently to my duties; to avoid 
more carefully all sin, and whatever may 
lead to it. 

But without thy assistance, O Lord, 
there is no strength in man. Thou, there- 
fore, who makest me to will that which is 
good, give me also the power to perform 
it. Grant that I may live a pious life in 
this world, and praise thee for ever with 
thy saints in the world to come. Accept, 
O Lord, this my evening sacrifice, and let 
it ascend as incense in thy sight. 

O my good angel, whom God has ap- 
pointed to be my guardian, enlighten and 
protect me, direct and govern me, this 
night. Amen. 

O Lord, help us with thy grace when 
we are awake, and defend us by thy power 
while we are asleep; that, whether we 
wake or sleep, the peace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ may be with us. 

Visit, we beseech thee, O Lord, this 
habitation, and drive far from it all snares 
of the enemy. Let thy holy angels dwell 
therein to preserve us in peace; and let 
thy blessing be always upon us, through 
Christ our Lord. Amen.

from us bad dreams and vain imaginations, 
and preserve us pure in body and soul.

Many 
of the saints have ended their lives with this 
ejaculation. If you will imitate the saints, you 
will die like saints ; it is God himself who gives 
us this advice : “ This is the way, walk^ye in 
it.” (Is. xxx. 21.)

Fly the occasions of sin, bad com- 
panions, and the reading of bad books: never 
expose yourselves willingly to temptation. Al- 
ways remember the presence of God, and thus 
you will be in a condition to conquer, and to 
merit the crown of glory. “ Blessed is the 
man that endureth temptation, for, when he 
hath been proved, he shall receive the crown 
of life.”

Then the priest, bowing down, says the Confiteor y 
“ I confess to Almighty God,” &c., p. 10, by way 
of a general confession to God, to the whole court 
of heaven, and to all’ the faithful then present, 
of his sins and unworthiness ; and to beg their 
prayers to God for him. And the clerk, in the 
name of the people, prays for the priest, that 
God would have mercy on him, and forgive 
him his sins, and bring him to everlasting life. 
Then, in the name of all there present, the clerk 
makes the like general confession to God, to 
the whole court of heaven, and to the priest, 
and begs his prayers. And the priest prays to 
God to shew mercy to all his people, and to 
grant them pardon, absolution, and remission 
of all their sins. Which is done to the end 
that both priest and people may put themselves 
in a penitential spirit, in order to assist Wor- 
thily at this divine sacrifice. 

A Prayer at the Conjiteor . 

O my God, I bow down myself before 
thee, confessing that I have many ways of- 
fended thee in thought, word, and deed ; 
and that I am not worthy of the many bless- 
ings thou bestowest upon me. Give me 
grace, O God, from this time to love thee 
more, and to do always what is pleasing 
in thy sight. O blessed Virgin Mary, and 
all ye saints and angels, vouchsafe to inter- 
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cede for me ; and may the almighty and 
merciful Lord grant to us all pardon and 
peace. Amen. 

After the Confiteor the priest goes up to the 
altar, saying : 

u Take away from us, we beseech thee, O Lord, 
our iniquities, that we may be worthy to enter 
with pure minds into the holy of holies, through 
Christ our Lord. Amen.” 

Say the same with him : and when he kisses the 
altar, as a figure of Christ and the seat of the 
sacred mysteries, make an act of love of your 
divine Saviour, and embrace his feet with a 
humble and tender affection. 

When the priest is come up to the altar, he goes 
to the book, and there reads what is called the 
Introit, or Entrance, of the Mass, which is dif- 
ferent every day, and is generally a sentence 
taken out of the Scripture, with the first verse 
of one of the Psalms, and the “ Glory be to the 
Father,” &c. 

At the Introit . 

O my God, direct my steps, I beseech 
thee, in the way of thy commandments, 
and grant that nothing may ever separate 
me from thy love. 

Blessed are they that are undefiled in 
the way : that walk in the law of the Lord. 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, 
and to the Holy Ghost, as it was in the 
beginning, is now, and ever shall be, world 
without end. Amen. 
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The priest returns to the middle of the altar, and 
says alternately with the clerk the “ Kyrie 
eleison,” or “Lord have mercy on us,” which, 
is said three times to God the Father ; three 
times “ Christe eleison,” or “ Christ have 
mercy on us,” to God the Son ; and three 
times again “ Kyrie eleison” to God the Holy 
Ghost. 

After the Kyrie eleison, say the “ Gloria in ex- 
celsis,” or “ Glory to God on high,” &c., which 
is a beautiful hymn and prayer to God, the 
beginning of which was sung by the angels at 
the birth of Christ. 


The Gloria in excelsis . 

Glory to God on high, and on earth 
peace to men of good-will. We praise 
thee, we bless thee, we adore thee, we 
glorify thee. We give thee thanks for thy 
great glory. O Lord God, heavenly King, 
God the Father Almighty, O Lord Jesus 
Christ, the only-begotten Son, O Lord 
God, Lamb of God, Son of the Father, 
who takest away the sins of the world, 
have mercy on us : thou who takest away 
the sins of the world, hear our prayer : 
thou who sittest at the right hand of the 
Father, have mercy on us. For thou only 
art holy, thou alone art the Lord, thou 
only, O Jesus Christ, with the Holy Ghost, 
art most high in the glory of God the 
Father. Amen. 
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At the end of the “ Gloria in excelsis” the priest 
kisses the altar, and, turning to the people, 
says, “ Dominus yobiscum — The Lord be with 
you.” Answer, “Et cum spiritu tuo — And 
with thy spirit.” As often as this salutation 
is repeated, pray that our Lord may be always 
with you, with his ministers, and with his 
people, by directing and assisting all with his 
heavenly grace. 

The priest then says, “ Oremus — Let us pray,” and 
reads the Collects of the day, concluding them 
with the usual termination, “Per Dominum 
nostrum, &c. — Through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
&c” with which the Church commonly con- 
cludes all her prayers. Whilst the priest is 
reading the collects you may thus join with 
him : 


A Prayer at the Collects. 

O almighty and eternal God, we humbly 
beseech thee mercifully to give ear to the 
prayers here offered thee by thy servant in 
the name of thy whole Church, and in be- 
half of us thy people. Accept them to the 
honour of thy name, and the good of our 
souls; and grant to us all mercy, grace, 
and salvation. Through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Amen. 

The collects being ended, the priest reads the 
epistle or lesson of the day. At the end of 
which the clerk answers, “ Deo gratias — Thanks 
be to God,” namely, for the heavenly doctrine 
there delivered. 
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A Prayer at the Epistle . 

O my God, I thank thee that thou hast 
called me to the knowledge of thy holy 
law, while so many of my fellow-creatures 
are left in darkness and ignorance. I de- 
sire to receive with all my heart thy divine 
commandments, and to hear with reverence 
the lessons which thou addressest to us by 
the mouth of thy prophets and apostles. 
Give me grace, O my God, not only to 
know thy will, but also to do it. 

Then follow some sentences called the “ Gradual, ” 
which vary every day. 

At the Gradual . 

How wonderful, O Lord, is thy name 
in the whole earth ! I will bless thee, O 
Lord, at all times; thy praise shall ever 
be in my mouth. Be thou my God and 
Protector for ever ; I will put my whole 
trust in thee. 

After this the book is removed to the other, or 
gospel side of the altar. The priest, before he 
reads the gospel, stands a while bowing down 
before the middle of the altar, begging of God, 
in secret, to cleanse his heart andnis lips, that 
he may be worthy to declare those heavenly 
words. You may at the same time ask of God 
that he would open your ears and heart, that 
these divine lessons may sink deeply into your 
soul. 
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At the beginning of the gospel the priest greets 
the people with the usual salutation, “ Domi- 
nus vobiscum — The Lord’ be with you,” and 
then tells out of which of the evangelists the 
gospel is taken, saying, “ Sequentia S. Evan- 
gelii secundum,” &c. ; that is, " What follows 
is of the holy Gospel according to St.,” &c., at 
which words both priest and people make the 
sign of the cross ; first, upon their foreheads, to 
signify that they are not ashamed of the cross of 
Christ, and his doctrine ; secondly, upon their 
mouths, to signify that they will ever profess it 
in their words ; and thirdly, upon their breasts, 
to signify that they will always keep it in their 
hearts. The clerk answers, “ Gloria tibi, Do- 
mine— Glory be to thee, O Lord.” At the gos- 
pel you stand up, to declare, by that posture, 
your readiness to do whatsoever your Saviour 
commands. If you have not the convenience 
of reading it, you may say as follows : 

At the Gospel . 

O Jesus, thou hast the words of eternal 
life ; teach me, I beseech thee, what I must 
do to merit and obtain that life. 

“ If thou wilt enter into life, keep the 
commandments. — Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with thy whole heart, and with thy 
whole soul, and with thy whole mind, and 
with thy whole strength. — Seek first the 
kingdom of God and his justice, and all 
other things shall be added unto you. — 
Be perfect, as your Father in heaven is 
perfect. — Love your neighbour as your- 
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self. — Love your enemies; do good to 
them that hate you, and pray for them 
that persecute you. — If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself ; let him 
take his cross and follow me. — Watch and 
pray, that you enter not into temptation. 
— Happy they who hear the word of God 
and keep it.” 

O my Saviour, give me grace to lay to 
heart these and all thy holy precepts, and 
to practise them. What will it avail me 
to know the way of life, if I do not shew* 
forth in my conduct that I am thy disci- 
ple. O Jesus, help me to believe in thee, 
to love thee, and to imitate thee. 

At the end of the gospel the clerk answers, “ Laus 
tibi, Christe — Praise be to thee, O Christ.” And 
the priest kisses the book in reverence to those 
sacred words which he has been reading out of 
it. Then, upon all Sundays, and many other 
festival-days, standing in the middle ofthe altar, 
he recites the Nicene Creed, kneeling down at 
these words, “ He was made man,” in reve- 
rence to the great mystery of our Lord’s incar- 
nation. 


The Nicene Creed . 

I believe in one God, the Father Al- 
mighty, Maker of heaven and earth, of all 
things visible and invisible. And in one 
Lord Jesus Christ, the only-begotten Son 
of God, born of the Father, before all ages ; 
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God of God, Light of Light, true God of 
true God; begotten, not made; consub- 
stantial to the Father; by whom all things 
were made. Who for us men, and for our 
salvation, came down from heaven, and was 
incarnate by the Holy Ghost of the Virgin 
Mary, and was made man. [ Here kneel.] 
He was crucified also for us, suffered under 
Pontius Pilate, and was buried. The third 
day he rose again, according to the Scrip- 
tures. He ascended into heaven, and sit- 
teth at the right hand of the Father ; and 
he shall come again with glory to judge 
both the living and the dead; of whose 
kingdom there shall be no end. 

And I believe in the Holy Ghost, the 
Lord and Giver of life, who proceedeth 
from the Father and the Son ; who, toge- 
ther with the Father and the Son, is adored 
and glorified ; who spake by the prophets. 
And one holy catholic and apostolic Church. 
I ponfcss one baptism for the remission of 
sins. And I look for the resurrection of 
the dead, and the life of the world to come. 
Amen. 

Then the priest turns to the people, and says, 
“ Dominus vobiscum— The Lord be with you.” 
And having read in the book a verse or sen- 
tence of the Scripture, which is called the Of- 
fertory, and is every day different, he uncovers 
the chalice, and, taking in his hand the paten, 
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or little plate, offers up the bread to God ; 
then, going to the corner of the altar, he takes 
the wine and pours it into the chalice, and 
mingles with it a small quantity of water, in 
remembrance of the blood and water that issued 
out of our Saviour’s side ; after which he re- 
turns to the middle of the altar, and offers up 
the chalice. During the Offertory you may 
pray thus : 

A Prayer at the Offertory . 

Accept, O eternal Father, this offering 
which is here made to thee by thy minis- 
ter, in the name of us all here present, 
and of thy whole Church. It is as yet 
only bread and wine, but, by a miracle of 
thy power and grace, will shortly become 
the body and blood of thy beloved Son. 
He is our High Priest, and he is our Vic- 
tim. With him and through him we de- 
sire to approach to thee this day, and by 
his hands to offer thee this sacrifice, for 
thine own honour, praise, and glory; in 
thanksgiving for all thy benefits ; in satis- 
faction for all our sins, and for obtaining 
conversion for all unbelievers, and mercy, 
grace, and salvation for all thy faithful. 
And with this offering of thine only -begot- 
ten Son we offer ourselves to thee, beg- 
ging that, through this sacrifice, we may be 
happily united to thee, and that nothing in 
life or death may ever separate us any 
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more from thee. Through J esus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

After the offering of the chalice, the priest, bow- 
ing down, begs that this sacrifice, which he de- 
sires to offer with a contrite and humble heart, 
may find acceptance with God ; and, blessing 
£ the bread and wine with the sign of the cross, 
he invokes the Author of all sanctity to sanctify 
the offering. You may join with him, and say : 

In a contrite heart and humble spirit may 
we be accepted by thee, 0 Lord ; and let 
our sacrifice be pleasing in thy sight, O 
Lord God. 

Come, O almighty and eternal God, the 
sanctifier, and bless this sacrifice prepared 
for thy holy name. 

At the end of the Offertory the priest goes to the 
corner of the altar and washes the tips of his 
fingers, to denote the cleanness and purity of 
soul with which we ought to approach to these 
divine mysteries, saying, u Lavabo, &c. — I will 
wash my hands among the innocent, and I will 
compass thine altar, 0 Lord,” &c. (Ps. xxv. 6.) 

A Prayer at the Lavabo , or washing the 
* fingers . 

O most pure and holy God, wash my 
soul, I beseech thee, from every stain, and 
grant that I may be worthy to assist with 
a clean heart at this most holy sacrifice. 
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A Prayer when the priest stands bowing 
down at the middle of the altar • 

O most holy and adorable Trinity, vouch- 
safe to receive this our sacrifice in remem- 
brance of our Saviour’s passion, resurrec- 
tion, and glorious ascension : and let those 
saints, whose memory we celebrate on 
earth, remember us before thy throne in 
heaven, and obtain mercy for us, through 
the same Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Then the priest, kissing the altar. turns to the 
neonle and says, “ Orate, iratres,” &c., that js, 
?« Brethren, pray that my sacnhce and yours 
may be made* acceptable toGod the Father Al- 
mighty.” Pray, then, as he desires, and say . 

Receive, O Lord, this sacrifice at the 
hands of thy minister, to the praise and 
glory of thine own name, for our benefit, 
and that of all thy holy Church. 


Then the priest says, in a low voice, the pravers 
called Secret a, which are difterent every day. 
During which, you may pray as follows . 


A Prayer at the Secreta. 

Mercifully hear our prayers, O Lor cl > 
and graciously accept this oblation which 
we thy servants make to thee ; and as we 
offer it to the honour of thy name, so 
may it be to us a means of obtaining thy 
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grace here, and life everlasting hereafter. 
Through our Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 

The priest concludes the Secreta by saying aloud, 
“ Per omnia ssecula saeculorum,” “ World 
without end.” Ans. “ Amen.” Priest . “ Do- 
minus vobiscum — The Lord be with you.” 
Ans.“ Et cum spiritu tuo— -And with thy spirit.” 
Priest . u Sursum corda — Lift up your hearts.” 
Ans. “ Habemus ad Dominum — We have lifted 
them up to the Lord.” Priest. u Gratias aga- 
mus Domino Deo nostro — Let us give thanks to 
the Lord our God.” Ans. “ Dignum et justum 
est — It is meet and just.” 

Then the priest recites the Preface (so called be- 
cause it serves as an introduction to the Canon 
of the Mass) ; in which unite your adorations 
with those which the angels and the saints ren- 
der to Jesus Christ in heaven. 

At the Preface . 

Let us lift ourselves up to heaven, O 
my soul, and render thanks to the Lord our 
God. How just is it, O holy Father, and 
how reasonable, to glorify thee, to give 
thee thanks, at all times and in all places, 
as our benefactor and our God. Through 
Jesus Christ, the angels and the virtues 
of the heavens, the Cherubim and Se- 
raphim, emulate each other in celebrat- 
ing thy glory and singing thy praises. 
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May I, great God, unite my heart and 
voice with their celestial songs, and cry 
with them: Holy, holy, holy, Lord God 
of Sabaoth. Heaven and earth are full of 
thy glory. Hosanna in the highest. Bless- 
ed is he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord, and will shortly descend upon this 
altar. 

After the Preface follows the Canon of the Mass, 
or the most sacred and solemn part of this di- 
vine service, which is read with a low voice. 

A Prayer at the beginning of the Canon . 

O Father of mercy, graciously receive 
this most holy sacrifice, which we offer to 
thee by the hands of thy priest, in union 
with that which thy beloved Son offered 
to thee on the cross. Look down on thy 
Christ, thy dearest and only-begotten Son, 
“ in whom thou art always well pleased,” 
and by the infinite merits of his incarna- 
tion, nativity, tears, labours, sufferings, 
and death, have mercy upon me, and upon 
all those for whom 1 ought to pray ( here 
name), my parents, friends, benefactors, 
relations. I also beseech thee to defend, 
prosper, and extend thy holy Church, to 
pour down thy blessing upon our chief 
pastor the Pope, upon the Bishops and the 
priests. Give all those whom thou hast 
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called to the sacred ministry the spirit of 
knowledge, zeal, and piety, especially him 
(or them) whom thou hast set over us. 
Bless us all, O Lord; may we all know 
thee, may we all please thee perfectly, may 
we all love and glorify thee. 

Then the priest extends his hands, according to 
the ancient ceremony of sacrifices, over the 
bread and wine, which are to be changed into 
the body and blood of Christ, and begjs that 
God would accept of this oblation, which he 
makes in the name of the whole Church, and 
that he would grant us peace in this life, and 
eternal salvation in the next. 

When the Priest spreads his hands over the 
Oblation. 

[Here the bell is rung.] 

Give ear, we beseech thee, O Lord, to 
the prayers of thy servant, who is here ap- 
pointed to make this oblation in our behalf ; 
and grant that it may obtain all those bless- 
ings which he asks for us. 

The priest then proceeds to the consecration, first 
of the bread into the body of our Lord, and 
then of the wine into his blood ; which con- 
secration is made by Christ’s own words, pro- 
nounced in his name and person by the priest, 
and is the most essential part of this sacrifice ; 
because thereby the body and blood of Christ 
are really exhibited and presented to God, and 
Christ is mystically immolated. 
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At the consecration bow down your body and 
soul in solemn adoration. Make an act ot‘ faith 
in the real presence of your Saviour’s body 
and blood, soul and divinity, under the sacra- 
mental veils. Offer your whole self to him, 
and through him to his Father. Beg that | 
your heart and soul may be happily changed 
into him. 


At the Elevation of the Host . 

[Here the bell is rung thrice.] 

Hail, Incarnate Word, sacrificed for me 
and all mankind ! Hail, holy Victim, of- 
fered once for us upon the altar of the 
Cross, and still daily offered upon our 
altars to the end of time. I bless thee, I 
adore thee, I love thee. Oh, let not this 
sacrifice be offered for me in vain, but make 
me now and for ever wholly thine. 

At the Elevation of the Chalice . 

[Here also the bell is rung thrice.] 

Hail, sacred Blood, flowing from the 
wounds of Jesus Christ, and washing away 
the sins of the world ! Oh, cleanse, sanctify, 
and preserve my soul, that nothing may 
ever separate me from thee. 

Then the priest proceeds to the Memento, or 
Commemoration of the Dead, saying : 
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At the Memento for the Dead . 

I offer thee again, O Lord, this holy sa- 
crifice of the body and hlood of thy only 
Son, in behalf of the faithful departed, 
and in particular for the souls of [ here 
name those you wish to pray for]. To these, 
O Lord, and to all that rest in Christ, 
grant, we beseech thee, a place of refresh- 
ment, light, and peace. Through the same 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

After this Memento, or Commemoration of the 
Dead, the priest, raising his voice a little, and 
striking his breast, says, “ Nobis quoque pec- 
catoribus— And also to us sinners,” &c., hum- 
bly craving mercy and pardon for his sins, and 
to be admitted to some part and society with 
the apostles and martyrs, through Jesus Christ. 

A Prayer at the Nobis quoque peccatoribus. 

Be merciful to us sinners, O Lord, we be- 
seech thee, and of thy great goodness grant 
us all pardon and peace. We ask this in 
the name of thy dear Son, who liveth and 
reigneth eternally with thee, and in that 
form of prayer which he himself hath 
taught us. 

At the “ Pater noster”join with the priest in that 
sacred prayer ; and at the conclusion of it, beg 
with him to be delivered from all evils, past, 
present, and to come ; and by the intercession 
of the Blessed Virgin, and all the saints, to be 
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secured from sin, and all disturbances, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Our Father, who art in heaven, hallowed 
be thy name : thy kingdom come : thy will 
be done on earth, as it is in heaven. Give 
us this day our daily bread: and forgive 
us our trespasses, as we forgive them that 
trespass against us ; and lead us not into 
temptation ; but deliver us from evil. 
Amen. 

After this the priest breaks the host over the cha- 
lice, in remembrance of Christ’s body being 
broken for us upon the cross ; and he puts a 
small particle of the host into the chalice, pray- 
ing that the peace of the Lord may be always 
with us. 

At the breaking of the host, say : 

Thy body was broken, and thy blood 
was shed for us : grant that the commemo- 
ration of this holy mystery may obtain for 
us peace, and that those who receive it 
may find everlasting rest. 

Then kneeling down, and rising up again, the 
priest says, u Agnus Dei,” &c. 

Lamb of God, who takest away the sins 
of the world, have mercy on us. 

Lamb of God, who takest away the sins 
of the world, have mercy on us. 

Lamb of God, who takest away the sins 
of the world, grant us peace. 
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The prie3t then says three short prayers, by way 
of preparation for receiving the blessed sacra- 
ment ; then kneeling down, and rising again, 
he takes up the host, and striking his breast, he 
says thrice, “ Domine, non sura dignus,” &c. 

At the “ Domine, non sum dignus,” say thrice : 

Lord, I am not worthy that thou should- 
est enter under my roof ; but only say the 
word, and my soul shall be healed. 

If you do not yet communicate, say here : 

Though I cannot now receive this sacra- 
ment, O most loving Jesus, I adore thee 
with a lively faith, who art present in this 
sacrament by virtue of thy infinite power, 
wisdom, and goodness. All my hope is in 
thee ; I love thee, O Lord, with all my 
heart, who hast so loved me ; and I desire 
to receive thee spiritually; come, there- 
fore, to me, O dear Lord, and fill my 
soul with thy presence; and I beseech 
thee to prepare my soul for that happy 
time when I shall be permitted to ap- 
proach thy altar, and partake of the bread 
of life; deliver me from all sin, give me 
strength against my temptations, and make 
me always obedient to thy commands ; and 
let me never be separated from thee, my 
Saviour, who, with the Father and the 
Holy Ghost, livest and reignest, one God, 
for ever and ever. Amen. 
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After the Communion, the priest takes the ablu- 
tion of wine and water into the chalice, in order 
to consume whatever may remain of the conse- 
crated species. Then covering the chalice, he 
goes to the book, and reads a versicle of Holy 
Scripture called the Communion, after which 
he turns about to the people, with the usual 
salutation, u Dominusvobiscum,”and returning 
to the book, reads the collects or prayers called 
the Post Communion. After which he again 
greets the people with “ Dominus vobiscum 
and gives them leave to depart with “ Ite, 
mbsa est,” the clerk answering, “ Deo gra- 
tias — Thanks be to God.” 

Prayer during the Ablution . 

I adore thy goodness, O gracious Lord, 
in admitting me to be present this day at 
that holy sacrifice, where thou art both 
priest and victim. Oh, make me always 
sensible of so great a blessing, and grant 
me a part in the fruits of thy death and 
passion. 

At the Post Communion . 

Most gracious God, Father of mercy, 
grant, I beseech thee, that this adorable 
sacrifice of the blessed body and blood of 
thy Son, our Lord Jesus Christ, may ob- 
tain for us mercy, and the remission of all 
our sins. Amen. 
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The Gospel of St. John . 

In the beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word was God. 
The same was in the beginning with God. All 
things were made by him ; and without him 
was made nothing that was made. In him was 
life, and the life was the light of men ; and the 
light shineth in darkness, and the darkness 
did not comprehend it. There was a man sent 
from God, whose name was John. This man 
came for a witness, to give testimony of the 
light, that all men might believe through him. 
He was not the light, but was to give testimony 
of the light. That was the true light, which 
enlighteneth every man that cometh into this 
world. He was in the world, and the world 
was made by him, and the world knew him 
not. He came unto his own, and his own re- 
ceived him not. But as many as received him, 
he gave them power to be made the sons of 
God ; to them that believe in his name, who are 
born, not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God. And the 
Word vms made flesh [here kneel down ], and 
dwelt among us (and we saw his glory, the 
glory, as it were, of the only-begotten of the 
Father), full of grace and truth 
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Prayer after Mass . 

I return thee most hearty thanks, O my 
God, through Jesus Christ thy Son, that 
thou hast been pleased to deliver him up 
to death for us, and to give us his body and 
blood, both as a sacrament and a sacrifice, 
in these holy mysteries, at which thou hast 
permitted me to assist this day. May all 
heaven and earth bless and praise thee for 
all thy mercies. Pardon me, O Lord, all 
the distractions and negligences which I 
have been guilty of this day in thy sight ; 
and let me not depart without thy blessing. 

I desire from this moment to give up ^ 
myself wholly into thy hands ; and I beg 
that my thoughts, words, and actions may 
always tend to thy glory, through the same 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 
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Prayer when preparing for First Com- 
munion. 

O divine J esus ! who when on earth didst 
receive children with the tenderness of a 
father, and didst command that they should 
not be forbidden to approach thy sacred 
person, I see that thou art in the holy 
Eucharist the same God of goodness and 
mercy; and thou invitest me not only to 
approach thee, but to receive thy ador- 
able body and blood. I rejoice to think 
that this happiness will soon be mine, and 
I bless thee for thy goodness in bestowing 
upon us, weak and sinful children, the most 
precious of all thy gifts. O my God, I be- 
seech thee to prepare my soul by thy grace 
for so great a mystery ; and permit not, I 
most earnestly beseech thee, that I should 
receive unworthily. O Lord, I depend 
not upon myself, but upon thee alone, 
for avoiding so great an evil, and for ac- 
quiring all the dispositions necessary for 
receiving thee worthily. Give me grace 
to profit by all the advantages of religious 
instruction which I enjoy; enable me, by 
a good confession, to purify my heart from 
every stain of sin ; and may my first com- 
munion be to me, and to all who are to 
receive with me, a happy pledge of our 
eternal union with thee in heaven. 
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Take time to examine your conscience before 
confession. Call on the Holy Spirit in the 
following prayer to assist you, und bog the 
grace of God to know your sms, and be heartily 
sorry for them. 

O divine Spirit of truth, enlighten my 
mind, and bring to my remembrance all 
the sins I have committed, and give me a 
true sorrow and contrition for them. 

Examination of Conscience , in Form of 
Accusation . 

Have T, through negligence, omitted to 
perform the whole of my last penance ? 

Gone to school against my will ; come 
late through my own fault ; lost my time 
in laughing, talking, and playing; hin- 
dered others from improving; turned my 
thoughts to other things, when I should 
have listened to instruction; not learned 
my lessons or catechisms, or learned them 
badly, or out of vanity, and not from a 
desire to please God and do my duty. 

Omitted prayer morning or evening; 
prayed to God out of mere custom, or 
because obliged ; prayed hastily, in a dis- 
respectful posture, looking about me, with- 
out devotion, or sincerely desiring to ob- 
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tain what I prayed for, or even reflecting 
that I was speaking to God. 

Wanted reverence in church; laughed, 
or spoken there without necessity, or made 
a noise, or slept. 

Gone to church from a wrong motive, 
such as to meet friends, put on a new dress, 
&c. 

Despised or been unkind to the poor — 
neglected to do good to my neighbour when 
I had the opportunity. 

Taken the holy name of God in vain; 
not offered up my actions to God, nor 
done them with the intention of pleasing 
him ; not been grateful for his blessings ; 
not feared to displease him, but exposed 
myself to the danger of offending him. 

Not been sorry for my sins, or laboured 
to correct my bad habits, or made endea- 
vours to advance in piety ; not been sub- 
missive to the will of God, or borne sick- 
ness or crosses with patience, and as the 
punishment of my sins. 

Been selfish, studied my own interest, 
and' been attentive only to gratify my own 
inclinations. 

Been proud and vain, fond of pleasure 
and dress, and of being admired. 

Been passionate, and cried with vexation 
when humbled, despised, or contradicted. 
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Been obstinate, disobeyed my parents, 
or those who have authority over me, or 
are charged with my education ; and, when 
forced to obey, have done it against my 
will ; made insolent answers, and not re- 
spected, but spoken ill of them, and de- 
spised their advice. 

Been insupportable by my ill temper. 
Been wanting in kindness for my brothers 
or sisters, or companions ; not borne with 
their defects, or assisted them in their em- 
ployments ; quarrelled with them, or with 
my companions ; told tales of them with- 
out necessity, out of revenge or pride, that 
I might be preferred before them. 

Dwelt with pleasure on sinful thoughts ; 
looked at any thing indecent, such as pic- 
tures, &c. ; said, done, or consented to any 
thing contrary to modesty ; been curious to 
know evil ; listened to wicked discourse. 

Eaten food to excess. 'Taken things 
belonging to others without their know- 
ledge or consent. Coveted things belong- 
ing to my companions. Been unjust in my 
dealings with them — taken advantage of 
their ignorance, &c. Been selfish, or over 
fond of what I possessed, unwilling to allow 
a share to others. Considered riches as a 
great happiness. 

Envied my brothers, sisters, or compa- 
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nions, when they were esteemed, praised, 
or enjoyed any advantage which I did not 
possess. 

Not watched over my tongue — given way 
to slander or detraction. Told lies to ex- 
cuse myself, or in boasting, or out of a bad 
habit. Exaggerated, or made false excuses. 

Stolen or wantonly injured the property 
of others. 

Partaken of the sins of others, by doing, 
approving, or laughing at them. 

Remember that the priest holds the place of Jesus 
Christ : present yourself, therefore, at the con- 
fessional with the utmost recollection and hu- 
mility, on your knees, yet with confidence and 
sincerity, like the sick who discover their dis- 
orders to their physician, and as children who 
speak to a kind and compassionate father. 
When the confessor makes the sign of the cross, 
then with great respect ask his blessing in a 
low but distinct voice, saying thus : “ Pray, 
father, give me your blessing, for I have sin- 
ned.” Then say the Confiteor, till you come 
to the words, “ through my exceeding great 
fault stop, and say to your confessor, “ It was 
(so long) since I came to confession, since which 
I accuse myself, 7 ’ &c. 

Act of Contrition . 

O merciful God ! I am sorry, from the 
bottom of my heart, for these, and all my 
other sins. It grieves me, that I have so 
offended thee. I implore thy clemency, 
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and humbly hope to receive thy pardon. 
1 offer to thee, in satisfaction for all my 
sins, of thought, word, and deed, and es- 
pecially those I have committed this day, 
the sacred merits of thy beloved Son, Jesus 
Christ. I firmly purpose never more wil- 
fully to offend thee. I resolve, from this 
moment to endeavour to love and serve 
thee better than I have hitherto done. 
Confirm me in this good purpose, to the 
glory of thy holy name, and the eternal 
salvation of my soul. Amen. 

Listen with submission and humility to your con- 
fessor, and answer him with truth and simpli- 
city. When you have finished accusing your- 
self, say the rest of the Confiteor, p. 10. Then 
make an Act of Contrition. 

Be particularly attentive to the penance imposed 
on you. Fulfil it as soon and as exactly as 
possible. Do not tell others, or listen to what 
they have told in confession. After confession, 
take time to reflect on your confessor’s advice, 
and make a resolution to serve God with more 
fidelity in future. For that purpose say the 
Acts of Faith, Hope, and the Love of God, as 
in your Catechism, or at p. 10 of this book, and 
the following prayer for renewing your bap- 
tismal vows ; hut consider well, that it is not 
enough to recite these acts, unless we have in 
our hearts the sentiments they express; for it is 
not by the lips, but by the affections of the 
heart, that we can repent of our faults, or shew 
our faith, hope, love, and adoration to God. 
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A Thanksgiving after Confession . 

I give thee thanks, O Lord Jesus, that 
thou hast been pleased to cleanse me from 
the stains of my sins. Blessed be thy 
Name, O Lord, who rejectest none that 
come unto thee w T ith true repentance, but 
receivest them into thy favour, and num- 
berest them with thy children. I acknow- 
ledge and adore thy mercy, and dedicate 
myself wholly to thy service hereafter. 
Oh, grant that for the time to come I 
may abhor sin more than death itself, and 
avoid all such occasions and companies as 
have unhappily brought me to it.
